Kone  but  the  Omniscient  can  read  the  past.  It  were 
therefore  unreasonable  not  to  expect  mistakes  —  less  than 
impossible  not  to  make  them. 

Second  only  to  the  assurance  of  truth  in  genealogical 

deductions  is  the  discovery  and  correction  of  errors . not 

one  of  us  but  has  had  to  part  reluctantly  with  some  old  family 
tradition  in  the  light  of  investigation,  and  the  older  the 
family  the  firmer  the  tradition.  All  that  is  possible  at  this 
late  day  is  to  collect  and  prove  what  may  remain  to  us,  welcom- 
ing  correction  of  errors. 

So  I  submit  this  little  book  of  unfinished  family 
records,  notes,  and  comments  of  my  Mother,  without  the  intention 
or  attempt  to  follow  out  all  branches  or  trace  all  living 
descendants,  but  feeling  that  her  untiring  patience  and  keen 
interest  in  genealogical  research  is  of  such  value  that  it 
should  be  preserved  for  the  present  generation  as  well  as  those

Kie  name  Hodge  is  said  to  have  had  its  origin 
in  the  name  Roger.  That  Roger  sprang  from  is 
not  traced,  hut  it  is  said  to  he  of  Norman  - 
French  origin. 


According  to  the  Patronymic a 
Britannica,  a  Reman  knight  named  Roger., 
a  valiant  follower  of  vTilliam  The  Conquerer. . 
settled  in  Scotland  after  the  Conquest,  1066, 
and  from  him  came  the  name  through  various 
changes  ■ —  Roger,  Rodger,  Odger,  Hodger,  or 
Hodge. 

In  this  country  the  name  "Hodge”  is  general.

The  earliest  records  of  the  Hodge  Family  to  which  we  belong  were 
obtained  from  descendants  of  : 

John  Hodge  (1732  -  1811) 

Francis  Hodge  (1765  -  1836) 

Rev.  Samuel  Hodge  (1829  -  1891) 

According  to  Miss  Gertrude  Baldridge,  of  Missouri  Valley,  Texas, 
(great  granddaughter  of  John),  her  ancestors  were  of  Scotch-Irish  descent. 
They  first  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  going  afterwards  to  North  Carolina 
(John’s  Will,  made  in  1792,  is  registered  in  Hillsboro,  Orange  County,  N.C.); 
thence  to  Tennessee,  and  Kentucky. 

Rev.  John  Allen,  of  Huntsville,  Alabama,  whose  mother  was  a 
descendant  of  John  Hodge,  wrote:  "The  Hodges  were  of  English  parentage,  but, 
in  coming  to  America,  were  ship-wrecked  and  landed  on  the  northern  coast  of 
Ireland,  at  a  place  called  Killale,  where  they  remained  for  a  number  of 
years  before  coming  to  America". 

It-  was  said  by  J.  11.  Baker,  of  Decatur,  Illinois,  a  descendant  of 
John  Hodge,  that  his  mother,  Tab it ha  J.  Hodge,  and  her  brother,  Joseph 
Jasper  Hodge,  were  intimately  acquainted  with  Win.  Herron  Hodge,  and  called 
each  other  "cousin";  that  they  knew  his  exact  relationship  to  the  John  Hodge 
family,  but  Mr.  Baker  had  no  record  and  could  not  recall  what  it  was. 

This  Wm.  Herron  Hodge  was  the  son  of  Francis,  before  mentioned, 
(record  given  later),  and  said  his  "Father  was  of  English  stock  and  Ms 
ancestors  came  from  England,  settled  in  Pennsylvania  about  1700  and  moved 
from  there  to  North  Carolina". 

Wm.  F.  Hodge  (son  of  Jonathan),  second  cousin  of  Wm.  Herron  Hodge, 
said  that  Rev.  Samuel  Hodge  was  a  distant  cousin  of  his,  but  the  record  of 
this  relationship  was  not  preserved. 

This  Rev.  Samuel  Hodge  was  president  of  Lenox  Collegiate  Institute 
of  Eopkinton,  Iowa,  from  1865  to  1882.  From  a  letter  he  wrote  about  1880, 
we  take  the  following  concerning  his  ancestor:  "Francis  Hodge  I.  was  Scotch, 
and  was  ship-wrecked  while  on  the  way  to  America  and  settled  for  a  time  in  • 
County  Antrim  in  North  cf  Ireland,  emigrated  from  there  to  Pennsylvania 
sometime  between  1762  and'  1772,  and  to  North  Carolina,  now  Sullivan  County, 
Tennessee,  in  1779". 

The  same  traditions  exist  among  the  descendants  of  John,  Francis 
(ancestor  of  Rev.  Samuel  Hodge),  and  Francis  (father  of  Wm.  Herron)... 
stories  of  emigration  from  parts  of  Great  Britain,  ship-wreck  on  the  Coast 
of  Ireland,  later  coming  to  Pennsylvania  and  thence  to  North  Carolina. 

That  all  were  related  cannot  be  doubted,  and  a  careful  search  of 
North  Carolina  records  should  reveal  much  concerning  these  ancestors  of  the 
Hodge  family  and  their  relationship  to  each  other. 


It  is  probable  that  John  (1732-1811)  (ancestor  of  Miss  Baldridge), 
and  Francis  I. ,  whoncame  to  Pennsylvania  about  1762  (ancestor  of  Dr.  Samuel 
Hodge),  had  two  brothers:  one,  who  was  the  father  of  three  —  William, 

James,  and  Francis  (father  of  W.  Herron  Hodge)  —  and  he  may  have  been 

George . it  is  known  that  these  three,  William,  Janes,  and  Franci3,-'were 

brothers,  and  thought  (by  J.E.McN. )  to  be  sons  cf  a  brother  of  John  and 
Francis  I.;  and  one  other,  indicated  by  the  fact  that  George  ’(grandson  of 
Wm.  Herron  Hodge)  remembered  hearing  his  grandfather  speak  of  an  'Uncle 
Charles*;  and  Mrs.  Sally  Wells  (Hodge)  Baldridge  remembered  that  when  she 
left  North  Carolina  at  the  age  of  14,  her  *  Great  Uncle  George*  lived  near 
her  grandfather,  John. 

The  records  of  Hillsboro,  N.C.,  show  that  John  and  George  were  the 
first  of  the  Hodges  in  that  County,  and  that  John  (or  John  Deboe,  as  h©  was 
called  by  some  of  Iris  descendants)  bought  260  acres  of  land  in  1760,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  George  Hodge,  supposed  to  be  his  brother,  bought  600  acres.  - 

But  whatever  the  relationship  may  have  been  between  John-Francis 
and  the  Francis  who  was  the  grandfather  of  Wm,  Herron... and  there  surely  was 
a  relationship. .. it  is  known,  as  stated  above,  that  William,  Francis,  and 
James  Hodge  were  brothers.  Wm.  Herron  (son  of  Francis)  and  Jonathan  (son 
of  William)  lived  near  each  other  in  Illinois  and  knew  their  relationship 
to  each  other. 

An  old  letter  states:  "James  went  north  (Kentucky?)  but  Francis 
remained  in  North  Carolina  until  after  the  death  of  William",  which  date  was 
between  1810  and  1818,  Francis  died  in  Illinois  in  1836.  The  descendants 
of  James  Hodge  have  not  been  traced,  but  no  doubt  many  can  be  found  in 
Kentucky . 


Francis  Hodge  (brother  of  James  and  William),  born  about  1766  in 
Somerset,  Penn.,  died  in  1836  at  Holder,  Ill*,  and  is  buried  in  the 
Frankeberger  Cemetery.  His  tombstone  should  show  date  of  his  birth,  which 
was  probably  before  1760,  as  one  descendant,  George  A*  Hodge,  says  "he 
emigrated  with  a  colony  to  North  Carolina  about  1770". 

Of  him,  his  son,  Wm,  Herron  Hodge,  says,  in  'Good  Old  Times  In 
McLean  County*,  (published  1874)  : —  "Francis  Hodge  came  from  English  stock 
which  settled  in  Pennsylvania  about  1700,  and  moved  from  there  to  North 
Carolina.  From  here  Francis  Hodge  came  to  Shelbyville,  Bedford  County, 

Tenn.  in  1812". 

He  married  Nancy  Walker,  of  Scotch-Irish  descent  (b. _  Penn., 

d.  1841).  Nancy  Walker  had  brothers  John  and  Abram.  Francis  and  Nancy  load 
eight  children,  as  follows,  though  not  given  in  order  of  birth:

Herron  Bclga  came  to  Illinois,  settling  first  in  Sangamon  County  f  3  } 
which  he  helped  to  organize  in  1821.  In  1824  ho  moved  to  Bloomington  Grove; 
assisted  in  the  organization  of  McLean  County,  Illinois,  in  1831. 

In  1814  Wm.  Herron  Hodge  married  Rachel  Wall,  b,  Warren  County,  Kentucky,  179^, 
d.  1844,  (dau.  of  George  W.  and  Margaret  (McFadden)  Wall.

WILLIAM  HODGE 

(brother  of  James  and  Francis  Hodge) 

Late  of  birth  not  known. 

Believed  to  have  been  born  in  Rockingham  County,  H.  C- 


Eis  grandson  —  Wm.  Franklin  (son  of  Jonathan)  —  said,  in  writing  of  his 
grandfather;  "James  went  north  (Kentucky)  but  Francis  stayed  in  the  south 
until  after  the  death  of  William,  then  went  north  (Illinois)",  and  he  thought 
these  two  brothers  lived  near  each  other. 

Just  when  William  went  to  Kentucky  from  North  Carolina  cannot  be  definitely 
ascertained  owing  to  destruction  of  Record  Book  "A"  of  Warren  County,  Ey.  in 
1908,  but  it  is  thought  to  have  been  in  1804  as  that  is  the  year  that  his  son 
Jonathan  is  said  to  have  gone  to  Kentucky. 

Record  Book  "3"  shows  that  in  1810  he  sold  land  to  Wm.  Key.  (Allen  was  part 
of  Warren  County  at  that  time  —  until  1815). 

His  death  occurred  between  1810  and  1818,  and  he  left  no  Will,  as,  on  the  9th 
day  of  February,  1819,  his  son  Jonathan  sold  to  David  Walker,  Jr.,  "his 
(Jonathan’s)  undivided  1/ 6  interest  in  all  of  his  Father’s  land  in  Allen 
County".  Allen  County  was  taken  from  Warren  County  in  1815. 

Rebecca  Hodge  (daughter  of  William)  sold  her  l/ 6  interest  to  D.  W.  Walker,  Jr. 

In  1825  there  was  a  suit  in  Circuit  Court  of  Allen  County,  Ky. ,  to  sell  the 
land  of  Wm.  Hodge,  showing  that  some  of  the  children  were  minors  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  and  this  sale  was  decreed  to  make  final  settlement  of  his 
estate. 

His  six  children  are  named;  Jonathan,  Rebecca  (Hodge)  Scholl,  James, 

Sarah  (Hodge)  Satterfield,  Sheveral,  and  William. 

The  wife  of  Wm.  Hodge  was  Alcyan  Jones,  according  to  the  Satterfield 
descendants.  Phoebe  Wilson  wrote  in  1907;  "I  am  the  daughter  of  Alcyan 
Harris,  ny  mother  was  the  daughter  of  Sarah  (Hodge)  Satterfield,  and  grand¬ 
mother  was  the  daughter  of  Alcyan  Hodge  who  was  a  Jones  before  she  married 
Hodge. " 

A  brother  of  Mrs.  Phoebe  Wilson  wrote  that  his  grandmother,  Sarah  (Hodge) 
Satterfield,  named  her  first  son  William,  for  her  father;  her  first  daughter, 
Alcyan,  for  her  mother;  and  sons  Saeveral  and  Jonathan,  for  her  brothers. 

William  and  wife  Alcyan  (Jones)  Hodge  were  buried  in  the  family  burying  place 
on  their  farm  very  near  Scottsville,  Ky.  This  property  was  occupied  in  1905 
by  Mr.  H.  T.  Dalton  and  had  been  for  several  years,  but  previous  to  that  a 
Mr.  Ham  lived  there  for  25  or  30  years,  and  said  that  when  he  took  the  place 
he  was  told  by  the  old  people  there  that  the  graves  were  those  of  Mr.  Wm. 

Eodge  and  wife.  In  April,  1907,  Mr.  W.  H.  Justice  wrote  that  he  had  made 
careful  examination  of  the  burial  place  of  Wm.  and  Alcyan  (Jones)  Hodge,  and 
could  find  no  trace  of  the  graves,  but  was  told  by  Mr.  Bass  Ham  that  while 
he  "lived  on  the  farm  the  burial  place  was  kept  sacred".  Mr.  Ham  lived 
there  until  about  1902.

A.  Jonathan  Hodge;  h.  Oct.  9,  1790,  in  North  Carolina,  presumably  near 

Wentworth,  Rockingham  County.  In  1804  he  went  to  'tfarren 
(or  Barron?)  County,  Ky.,  with  his  parents.  In  the  Fall  of  1821  he  moved 
to  Illinois,  settling  on  Fancy  Creek,  near  Springfield,  Sangamon  County; 
influenced  to  settle  there,  no  doubt,  by  the  fact  that  his  cousin  — 

Jra.  Herron  Hodge  —  had  come  there  the  previous  year.  In  1827  he  moved 
to  Stouts  Grove,  McLean  County,  Ill.,  where  he  died  Oct.  8,  1853,  11 aged 
62  years,  11  months  and  29  days".  •  His  Will  is  recorded  in  McLean  County, 
Illinois. 


’Good  Old  Times  of  McLean  County'  says  of  him:  "Mr.  Hodge  was  a  tall, 
well-built,  muscular  man.  He  had  black  hair  and  dark  hazel  eyes.  A  nan 
who  took  pride  in  keeping  his  word;  very  kind,  yet  exacted  strict 
obedience  from  his  children.  A  quiet  man,  not  much  of  a  talker,  though 
he  enjoyed  company.  Was  very  fond  of  reading,  especially  that  Book  of  ’ 
Books... the  Bible.  He  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Christian 
Church" . 


In  1812  Jonathan  Hodge  married  Nancy  Berry,  b.  Jan.  30,  1793,  Scottsvillo, 
Ky.  ,  d.  Stouts  Grove,  Sept.  10,  1859;  dau.  of  Benjamin  and  Sarah 
(Matthews)  Berry.  (#  See  Berry  Record. )  Both  are  buried  in  the 
Stouts  Grove  Cemetery,  west  of  Danvers,  Ill.

They  lived  on  a  farm  near  Princeton,  Ill.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
Black  Hawk  War  (1832),  a  friendly  Indian  warned  them  of  the  intended 
raid  on  the  settlers  there,  and  they  quickly  left,  carrying  the  baby 
Thomas  and  such  provisions  and  clothing  as  they  could  on  the  two 
horses  brought  from  the  field  where  Mr.  Ament  was  plowing  when  news 
of  the  raid  was  brought  to  them.  They  were  not  pursued  by  the 
Indians,  but  homes  were  burned  and  settlers  killed  in  that  vicinity. 
They  went  to  McLean  County,  to  the  home  of  Mrs.  Ament’s  parents, 
where  she  remained  until  the  trouble  with  the  Indians  was  over. 

Mr.  Ament,  in  the  meantime,  made  a  trip  to  his  home  in  Bureau  County, 
accompanied  by  his  father-in-law,  Jonathan  Hodge,  and  a  dozen  friends. 
They  found  their  home  undisturbed,  but  one  man  in  the  party  was  shot 
by  Indians  the  day  following  their  arrival  on  the  farm.  (See  'Good 
Old  Times  in  McLean  County'  by  Dr.  E.  Dais).

Ify  grandfather’s  name  was  George.  I  do  not  know 
that  he  had  a  middle  name.  He  came  from  Ky.  about  1820.  He  or 
his  father  came  originally  from  Perth  Carolina. 


W  father's  name  was  John  Posey  Hodge,  born  in 
Kentucky  1811,  died  April  29,  1875. 

I  never  knew  anything  of  the  brothers  or  sisters 
W  grandfather,  though  I  have  heard  recently  that  one  settled 
somewhere  in  Central  Illinois.  Complete  records  for  genera¬ 
tions,  I  am  told,  were  kept  by  my  grandfather,  but  were  destroyed 
by  a  spark  from  a  cigar  many  years  ago.  All  ny  father's  brothers 
and  sisters  are  dead,  but  one  brother.

A  cousin  of  ny  grandfather,  Dr.  Andrew  Hodge,  lives  in  Texas. 

A  Mr.  >7m.  F.  Hodge  lived  in  Danvers,  Ill.  !\§r  father  was 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  he  was  of  his  family.

"My  grandfather  was  Wm.  Herron  Hodge,  bom  near  Wentworth,  Rockingham 
County,  North  Carolina,  Jan.  4,  1794.  When  about  19  years  old  he  went 
with  his  father  to  eastern  Tennessee,  settling  near  Shelby ville,  Bedford 
County.  Here  he  married  Rachel  Wall,  and  moved  to  Barren  County,  Ky. , 
settling  near  Bowling  Green;  but  in  1320  came  to  Illinois,  settling 
about  four  miles  from  Springfield,  where  he  remained  until  Ball  of  1824 
when  he  located  near  Bloomington,  His  wife  died  in  1845  (one  record 
says  1844).  He  married  in  1848  Elizabeth  Baker,  of  Decatur,  Ill. 

(One  record  says  Nancy  Baker.)" 

The  father  of  Tn.  Herron  Hodge  was  Francis 
Hodge,  who  was  a  native  of  Somerset,  Penn, 
and  emigrated  with  a  colony  to  North 
Carolina  about  1760.  (-This  does  not  agree 
with  data  given  by  other  descendants  who 
say  he  V7as  born  in  1766.

"I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  father  of  Francis,  \7illiam  and  James 
was  George  Hodge,  a  brother  of  John  (or  John  Deboe)  Hodge*  The 
descendants  of  John  Deboe  Hodge  have  a  complete  record.  This  branch  of 
the  family  settled  in  Orange  County,  North  Carolina,  in  1760,  emigrating 
from  Pennsylvania.  John  Deboe  received  a  grant  of  about  600  acres  of 
which  record  is  on  file.

Another  letter,  written  in  1341,  was 
from  Grandfather1 s  uncles  John  and  Abram  ’Jalker  who  lived  in  North  Carolina.

"In  looking  over  a  deed  from  Francis  Hodge  to  his  son  James  for  a  tract  of 
land  in  Lincoln  County,  Tennessee,  I  find  the  names  of  the  witnesses  to  be 
James  ?«  Baker  and  John  Guthrie,  'while  the  clerk  of  the  court  who  acknow¬ 
ledged  the  deed  was  Brian  M.  Garner. 

"Now  from  an  old  letter  written  by  John  Guthrie  to  tfn.  Herron  Hodge,  I  find 
Mr.  Guthrie  to  be  the  uncle  of  r.y  grandfather,  and  James  ?.  Baker  is  a 
member  of  the  Baker  family  of  Decatur,  Ill. 

"I  received  a  letter  from  P.  A.  Raby,  Register  of  Moore  (formerly  part  of 
Lincoln  County,  Tennessee)  in  regard  to  John  Guthrie,  my  grandfather's 
uncle.  Here  is  what  he  said;  'I  have  delayed  answering  in  order  to  see 
Joe  K*  Baxter,  whose  mother  was  Elizabeth  Guthrie,  daughter  of  John 
Gutnrie.  She  was  sister  of  Reuben  and  Simpson  Guthrie  who  went  west  in 
1850.  Robin  Hodge,  Dr.  .Talker  and  Dick  Coleman  married  daughters  of 
John  Guthrie.  Seme  of  the  descendants  of  Coleman  by  the  names  of 
Alexander  and  Bennett  live  in  Rutherford  County,  Tennessee,  and  in 
Tullahoma,  Tennessee  lives  Allen  Guthrie,  a  descendant.1 

"I  an  of  the  opinion  that  John  Guthrie’s  wife  was  a  sister  cf  Francis  Hedge, 
and  am  now  investigating  to  find  if  I  am  correct.  "Jill  -also  endeavor  to 
find  who  Robin  Hodge  is.  For  some  unknown  reason  I  fail  to  hear  from  the 
Register  of  Orange  County,  N.C.,  though  I  wrote  him  when  I  wrote  to 
Jentworth,  N.C.  (Rockingham  County) ,  and  Lynchburg,  Tenn. 

'"I  an  now  in  search  of  Newton  Baker,  son  cf  Joseph  D.  Baker,  of  Leroy,  Ill. 
(believed  to  live  in  Missouri).  I  feel  much  encouraged  that  the  County 
Register  of  Rockinghan  County,  N.C.  can  furnish  me  valuable  information, 
as  in  reading  an  old  letter  written  by  John  Jalker  in  1836,  cousin  to 
"Jm.  Herron  uodge,  I  find  that  Francis  Hodge  counted  Nathaniel  Scales  one 
of  his  friends,  and  I  suppose  J.  A*  Scales,  the  present  Register,  is 
probably  a  descendant."

“How  as  to  James  Hodge,  I  said  to  you  that  he  died  comparatively  young. 

I  meant  young  as  compared  with  the  rest  of  the  family.  I  can  just  remember 
his  leaving  Kentucky.  I  remember  his  death.  Ho  died  before.  Grandmother. 

“How  as  to  his  being  married  twice,  I  do  not  know.  I  remember  that  after 
his  death  two  of  his  children,  then  about  grown,  came  back  to  Kentucky  and 
.made  their  home  mostly  at  77m,  Hodge’s.  Their  names  were  Eobert  and 
Elizabeth,  Robert  died  there.  Elizabeth  became  the  wife  of  David  Denton 
(I  last  saw  her  in  Wellington,  Kansas).  I  have  always  understood  that  her 
mother  was  a  Hasdall. 

“William,  to  whom  you  refer,  I  think  went  to  California.  Anyway  he  was  at ' 
the  burial  of  Grandmother,  and  that  is  the  last  time  I  remember  seeing  him. 
He  soon  left  there  for  Illinois,  and  my  understanding  has  always  been  that 
his  home  was  near  Danvers.  These  three  were  certainly  the  children  of 
James,  brother  to  ny  grandmother,  Bebecca  (Hodge)  Scholl.”

Located  in  Barron  County  on  the  Glasgow  and  Bowling  Green  public  road, 
and  about  ten  miles  west  of  Glasgow;  and  on  this,  the  Denton  homestead, 
is  the  burying  ground.  The  homestead  of  7m.  Hodge  adjoining  the  Denton 
Homestead.

Dr.  Samuel  was  the  second  son  of  Francis  and  Priscilla,  was  born  June  7,  1829, 
at  The  Fork,  in  Sullivan  County,  Tennessee;  graduated  from  Washington  College. 
Tennessee,  in  1850.  In  1853  graduated  from  Pres.'  Theological  Seminary, 
Princeton,  H.J.;  in  September,  1865,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  Chair  of 
Languages,  at  Lenox;  and  in  1866  was  made  President.

While  we  have  traditions  and  two  ancestral  lines  given  us  (neither  one 
carrying  sufficient  ■proof  to  make  it  reliable)  we  must  begin  with  known 
proof. 

Joseph  Berry  (the  first)  married  Catherine _ .  There  were  three 

children.  Margaret  Berry  died  1725.  Benjamin  Berry,  born  1725. 

And  "Joseph  Berry  ye  son  of  Joseph  and  Catherine  Berry  was  born  27 — 1723." 

St.  Pauls  Register,  of  King  George  County,  Virginia.  (He  being  our 
ancestor ) . 

Joseph  Berry’s  residence  was  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia,  where  his 
Jill  was  written  in  1806,  which  names  his  five  children  by  first  wife; 
his  second  wife,  Huldah,  and  her  seven  children. 

Tradition  and  seme  little  evidence  say  his  first  wife  was  a  Fairfax. 

This  we  cannot  prove  but  believe  that  the  Rebeekali  Berry  to  whom  Lord 
Fairfax  gave  a  "grant  of  land  for  herself  and  two  sons  by  a  former  marriage" 
was  closely  related  to  Lord  Fairfax  and  was  the  first  wife  of  Joseph  Berry. 
(Joseph’s  first  daughter  was  named  Rebeckah,  and  his  son  Benjamin  named  his 
first  daughter  Rebecca.)  It  is  probable  that  Joseph  lived  first  in  King 
George  County,  going  later  to  Frederick  County. 

It  is  said  by  a  descendant  in  the  Lindsey  family  (Miss  Marguerite  Berry 
Lindsey,  of  3oyce,  Va. )  that  Joseph  Berry  came  tc  Clarke  County  (then 
Frederick)  in  1840  and  that  the  home  of  Joseph  Berry  and  the  land  surrounding 
it  has  not  been  out  of  the  possession  of  the  family  since  he  bought  it  in 
1740;  but  in  1759  he  is  named  in  Deed  from  Thomas  Ashby  as  "of  Hanover  parish, 
King  George  County,  Va. "  and  he  is  not  given  in  the  first  census  of 
Frederick  County,  1782  —  but,  as  above  stated,  his  Jill  is  recorded  in 
Frederick  County  in  1805,  wherein  he  names  himself  "of  Frederick  County, 

State  of  Virginia".

Benjamin  Berry  was  born  1755-60  in  King  George  or  Frederick  County,  Va. ; 
died  1315.  He  lived  for  a  time  in  Frederick  County,  (first  four  children 
were  bora  there,  according  to  records  given  by  a  granddaughter,  Caroline 
Berry,  in  1882);  going  later  to  Alien  County,  Kentucky,  whore  he  owned  a  farm 
of  400  acres  adjoining  Scottsville. 

In  1782  he  married  Sarah  Mathews,  whose  mother  was  a  Miss  Grady,  who 
came  from  Ireland  between  1750  and  1760.  Given  name  of  Sarah’s  father  is 
not  known,  but  possibly  it  was  Martin,  as  Sarah  named  a  son  Martin  Mathews 
Berry.

in  letters  during  1882—1887— 1896  and  1905,  to  Mrs.  J«  C.  Van  Blarcom,  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Mclfcught,  of  Hermist-on,  Oregon,  is  as  follows;

In  attempts  to  verify  these  traditions,  we  found  that  Joseph  Berry  did 
not  marry  a  sister  of  Lord  Fairfax,  (as  Fairfax  records  proved),  and  while 
we  believe  Joseph  Berry's  first  wife  was  a  Fairfax,  her  name  and  place  in  the 
family  have  not  yet  been  found  (May  1953).

In  1906  I  sent  to  King  George  County,  Virginia,  for  records,  and  was  V 
told  there  was  a  record  of  a  deed  made  by  Joseph  3erry  alone  in  1725.  , 

Undoubtedly  the  Joseph  (and  wife  Catherine)  was  the  father  of  our 
Joseph,  1723. 

A' deed  in  1759  by  Joseph  3erry  and  wife  (name  not  given),  said  he  was 
a  resident  of  Stafford  County  but  owned  land  in  King  George  County. 

I-  sent  to  Stafford  County  for  records  and  found  that  all  records  of  1725 
to  1759  were  destroyed  during  the  Civil  War. 

In  1917  .1  found  the  Will  of  Joseph  Berry,  in  Frederick  County,  which 
named  the  five  children  by  his  first  wife,  but  not  as  given  by  Miss  Carrie 
Berry  who  gave  a  William,  no  Mary,  and  Franklin  instead  of  Francis. 

Mr,  Clayton  Torrance  (a  genealogist,  and  author  of  Winstons  and  Their 
Allies,  1931)  wrote  in  May  1905  that  ’’Joseph  Berry  had  two  large  grants  of 
land  from  Lord  Fairfax,  arid  several  other  Berrys  also  held  grants  under 
him,  among  them  Rebec kah  Berry  for  herself  and  two  sons  by  a  former  marriage 

t 

It  did  not  impress  me  at  that  time  that  this  Rebeckah  Berry  could  be 
Joseph  Berry’s  wife,  and  this  may  account  for  not  finding  record  of  a  Berry- 
Fairfax  marriage,  for  which  search  has  been  made  in  many  places. 

If  there  are  grants  from  Lord  Fairfax  to  William  and  Benjamin  Bern,-  as 
well  as  to  Joseph,  it  would  be  some  corroboration  of  the  tradition  that 
three  brothers  —  named  as  above  —  cane  to  this  country  together,  and  would 
indicate  connection  in  some  way  between  the  two  families:  Fairfax  and  Berry

A  letter  written  in  1907  to  Mrs.  J.  F.  Me  Naught  by  H.  T.  Ferry,  of 
Veedcnville,  Va. ,  tells  of  the  old  burying  ground  on  the  old  Ferry  place  — 
"Ferry  plain"  —  a  fa  nr.  in  King  George  County,  Vu.  ,  on  North  bank  of 
Rappahannock  River.  He  lived  12  miles  from  this  place.  These,  people  were 
his  ancestors.  He  said  a  Great  Aunt  of  his,  Miss  Mildred  Ferry,  who  died 
in  1887  (age  80)  used  to  tell  him  of  the  early  Ferry s  but  he  couldn’  t 
remember  much.  Mildred  had  a  brother,  who  had  a  son,  John  Scott  Ferry, 
who  was  Clerk  of  Court,  Fredericksburg,  Va. ,  .in  1907.  H.  T.  Ferry  said 
there  was  an  old  broken  tombstone  in  the  family  burying  ground  at  Ferry’s 
Plain.  A  few  words  legible  and  seemed  to  be  in  memory  of  wife  of  John  or 
Joseph  Ferry.  Fate  plainly  visible  —  1749. 


In  Xing  George  County  -  June  1,  1721,  the  Jill  of  William  Ferry  of 

that  County  was  presented  for  probate  by  Joseph  Ferry,  his  executor. 

In  King  George  County,  Virginia,  is  a  Feed  recorded  in  1759  by  a 
Joseph  Ferry  and  his  wife  (name  not  given). 

(Comment  by  J.E.McN.  This  latter  might  be  our 
Joseph  selling  his  Xing  George  land  when  moving 
to  Frederick  County  when  he  acquired  land  from 
Thomas  Ashby,  1759.) 


Augusta  County  Records  shew  that  John,  Francis,  and  David  Ferry  received 
grants  in  1771.  (Augusta  and  Frederick  had  conflicting  lines  at  this  time), 
The  boundary  lines  of  Culpepper,  Orange,  Frederick,  and  Augusta  were  con¬ 
flicting  long  after  1755.  All  of  Northern  Virginia  west  of  the  Flue  Ridge 
was  included  in  Orange  County.  In  1733  Augusta  and  Frederick  were  taken 
from  Orange.  These  counties  had  overlapping  boundaries,  and  have  since  been 
divided  into  other  Counties. 


In  Acts  of  the  Virginia  Assembly,  it  is  shown  that  in  1736  the  Colonial 
Governor  had  been  apprised  of  the  necessity  of  ferries  along  the  Shenandoah 
River.  In  1748,  the  House  of  Furgesses  passed  a  law  declaring  streams  a  parr 
of  the  general  domain. 


In  1736  John  Xersey  w as  given  the  Terry  Right  over  "Sherrando"  River  by 
Orange  Coimty.  Frederick  County  confirmed  this  right  in  1744,  This  land  at 
Kersey’s  Ferry  was  owned  by  Thomas  Ashby  and  he  conveyed  it  to  Joseph  Ferry 
in  1757  and  very  soon  it  was  called  Ferry’s  Ferry.  Fy  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Virginia,  full  rights  to  run  this  ferry  were  given  Joseph  Ferry 
in  1790. 


There  is  a  deed  recorded  in  Frederick  County,  Va. ,  dated  March  30,  1759, 
from  Thomas  Ashby  of  Hamilton  Parish,  Prince  William  County,  Virginia,  to 
Joseph  Ferry  of  Hanover  Parish,  Xing  George  County,  conveying  300  acres  in 
Frederick  County  on  the  Shenandoah  River,  adjoining  land  of  Vn.  Ashby  the 
Elder.  (Ferry  descendants  in  Xentucky  said  "Joseph  Ferry"  had  land  on 
Shenandoah  River.) 

Mass  Keys,  the  Maryland  Genealogist,  in  her  article  on  Lindsey  Family  in 

Faltimore  Sun,  May  5,  1907,  said;  -  Joseph  jerry  .removed  to  Clarke  County 

about  the  middle  of  the  18th  century.  Also  says:  -  "Old  records  show  that 

Fenjamin  Ferry,  brother  of  Joseph  Ferry,  and  Elisa  Coulston,  donated  land  fo-- 
the  County  Seat  of  Clarke  County,  Ferryville,  which  perpetuates  the  name  of 
the  donor  -  "Ferry’ 3  Ferry"  was  named  for  Joseph  Ferry."

written  by  Miss  Emily  Emerson  Lantz: 

!,The  Fairfaxes  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  name  and  ancestry 
for  it  is  an  honorable  family. 

"The  house  of  Fairfax  is  of  Saxon  blood,  and  the  name  of  Saxon  origin, 
signifying  fair  haired". 

In  some  of  the  old  ancestral  deeds,  the  name  is  spelled  Fairvex,  while 
the  motto:  Farefac,  "appears  to  be  a  pun  upon  the  name,  and  admirably 
adapted  to  the  spirit  of  the  race,  since  its  meaning  is  Speak-do,  and  the 
Fairfaxes  have  ever  been  ready  to  enforce  their  speech  by  action". 

The  Fairfax  family  was  established  at  or  before  the  Norman  Conquest  in 
Northumberland,  after  which  they  removed  into  Lincolnshire  and  later  into 
Yorkshire,  where  they  settled  about  the  end  of  the  twelfth  century. 

The  first  of  the  race  whose  name  is  recorded  is  Eichard  Fairfax,  who 
in  1205  possessed  the  Manor  of  Askham,  near  York. 

Coming  down  the  line  from  Eichard  of  Askham,  we  find  Eichard  and  wife 
Eustachia  Calthorpe  in  York.  Their  son,  (10th  from  Eichard  of  Askham)  was 
Sir  Guy  of  Steeton,  where  he  built  a  house  which  was  the  principal  family 
seat  until  the  Reformation  placed  in  their  hands  Nun- Apple  ton,  a  handsome 
estate. 

He  was  Judge  of  the  Kings  Bench.  He  was  so  attached  to  the  House  of 
York.  He  bore  a  white  rose  on  the  shoulder  of  the  lion  in  his  coat-of-arms. 
His  son  and  successor: 

(11)  Sir  Wm. , Seargent  at  Law,  and  one  of  the  Justices  of  Common  Peace 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  His  only  son: 

(12)  Sir  Vm. ,  V7as  High  Sheriff  of  Yorkshire  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. 
He  married  in  1518  Isabel,  daughter  of  Thomas  Thwaits  of  Denton  Castle, 
,Askwith,  Yorkshire:— carried  her  off  from  the  Convent  of  Nun-Appleton. 

By  this  marriage  acquired  Denton  Castle. 

From  that  marriage  of  Steeton  and  Nun-Appleton  descended  all  the  states¬ 
men,  scholars,  and  warriors  who  have  added  fane  to  the  house  of  Fairfax. 

One  of  their  sons  was  Edward,  who  is  famous  for  his  translation  of 
Tasso.  Esteemed  in  his  own  day,  Fairfax* s  translation  is  still  regarded 
the  finest  in  the  English  language. 


At  his  death  (12)  Sir  William  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving 
son;-  (13)  Sir  Thomas,  of  Denton,  b.  1521,  who  was  High  Sheriff  for  York 
in  1571.  He  changed  the  field  of  his  coat-of-arms  from  argent  to  cr  to 
distinguish  it  from  the  Steeton  branch.

English  history  as  the  great  General  and  Commander  m  Cuief  oi  tje  commons 
in  their  uprising  against  the  Crown. 

Although  Lord  Fairfax  sided  with  the  people  in  the  defense  of  their^ 
rights,  so  long  abused  by  a  corrupt  court,  he  was  still_loy.nl  to  tn„  ■«.

The  title  came  "back  to  Arr.erica  to  Brian,  son  of  Wra.  of  Belvoir,  then  to 
his  son,  Albert,  IX  "Lord  Fairfax,  who  v/as  grandfather  of  10th  Lord  Fairfax, 
whose  brother,  Dr.  John  Contee  Fairfax,  of  Prince  George  County,  Maryland, 
was  XI  Lord  Fairfax,  who  died  in  1900.  His  son  (23)  Albert  Kirby  Fairfax, 
b.  1870,  is  XII  Lord  Fairfax,  who  assumed  his  title  at  the  time  of  the* 1 
coronation  of  King  Edward  VII. 

MThe  title  of  the  Fairfax  family  has  passed  frequently  from  brother  to 
brother,  and  from  Kinsman  to  Kinsman,  but  it  has  passed  always  in  peace  and 
the  family  has  appeared  singularly  united  in  spirit  and  feeling.11

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NOTES  PIT  THE  BERRY  --  FAIRFAX  MARRIAGE 


The  tradition  among  descendants  of  Benjamin  Berry  of  Kentucky  is  that 
his  mother,  the  first  wife  of  Joseph  Berry,  was  a  Fairfax  and  sister  of  the 
6th  Lord  Fairfax. 


Examination  of  Fairfax  records  show  that  she  could  not  have  been  sister 
or  niece  of  the  6th  Lord  Fairfax, 

Mr.  Stanard  wrote  in  1906  that  “No  available  Fairfax  records  give  a 
marriage  of  a  Fairfax  and  a  Berry. 11 

Miss  Carrie  Berry  (granddaughter  of  Benjamin,  con  of  Joseph)  wrote  in 
1882  that  an  old  man  named  A.shby,  who  had  “lived  neighbor  to  Joseph  Berry 
in  Virginia1’,  told  her  father  and  told  her,  when  a  child,  that  Joseph  Berry's 
first  wife  was  a  Fairfax. 


Miss  Berry  also  wrote  (in  1895): 

“Joseph  Berry  disinherited  my  grandfather  for  marrying  against  his 
wishes.  My  father  was  very  fond  of  his  mother  and  did  not  like  the  idea  of 
his  father  being  disinherited  for  marrying  her  and  never  wanted  to  know 
anything  about  his  father's  family."  (Note:  Joseph  Berry's  Will  does  not 
indicate  disinheritance. ) 


The  record  in  Richmond  of  a  land  grant  “to  Rebeckah  3erry  for  herself 
and  two  sons  oy  xormer  marriage'1  would  indicate  that  there  must  have  been  a 
reason  for  Lord  Fannax  giving  her  a  special  grant,  and  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  it  was  because  she  was  a  Fairfax,  and  also  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
sne  v/as  wife  of  Joseph  Berry,  as  his  first  daughter  was  named  Rebeckah,  and 
tneir  son  Benjamin  gave  the  name  to  his  first  daughter.

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It  is  possible  that  examination  of  land  grant  to  Rebeckah  3erry  * 
(1745-50)  would  give  name  of  her  sons,  or  tracing  the  land  from  her  by  Will 
or  Deed  would  have  sons'  names,  thereby  establishing  name  of  first  husband. 
(The  name  Stribling  has  been  suggested.)  ^ 

It  might  be  possible  then  to  find  record  of  marraige  of  Joseph  Berry 

and  Mrs..  Hebeckah  _ ;  though  no  doubt  difficult  as  so  many  Virginia 

County  records  are  missing,  destroyed  during  Revolutionary  and  Civil  Jars; 
and  records  at  Richmond  are  very  incomplete  for  the  same  reason. 

Fairfax  records  should  be  searched  for  a  Rebec.cah  of  that  period,  and 
it  is  possible  she  came  to  this  country  a  widow;  also  possible  that  the 
marriage  was  in  England. 

•• 

One  can  approximate  the  date  of  marriage  of  Joseph  Berry  and  Rebeckah 

Fairfax  ( _ )  only  by  counting  back  from  the  known  date  of  her  son 

Benjamin's  marriage  in  1782.  He  was  the  youngest  of  five  children,  and 
his  birth  probably  1753-60,  which  would  make  the  date  of  Joseph's  marriage 
about  1748. 

Rebeckah  was  a  widow  with  tr/o  sons,  so  her  first  marriage  was  probably 
near  1740,  and  her  birth  could  have  been  near  1720.  Search  must  be  made  in 
the  various  branches  of  the  Fairfax  family  for  a  Rebeckah  bern  near  that  date. 

A  letter  from  Mrs.  Josephine  Fairfax  Smith,  in  1905,  then  living  in 
Ruxton,  Maryland,  sister  of  Albert  ICirby  Fairfax,  the  present  Lord  Fairfax 
suggested  that  Rebeckah  may  have  been  the  daughter  of  Ferdinant  Fairfax,  who 
married  twice  and  had  about  20  children,  was  brother  of  the  9th  Lord  Fairfax, 
but  that  (about  1800)  was  not  the  period  in  which  Rebeckah  lived,  as  her  birth 
was  about  1715-20,  and  must  be  looked  for  in  a  branch  of  the  family  of  that 
period.

The  8th  Lord  ihirfax  married  twice,  and  your  ancestor  may  have 
been  half-sister  of  the  9th  Lord  Fairfax  (who  was  my  great-grand¬ 
father),  I  have  never  known  who  were  the  children  by  the  second 
marriage  of  the  8th  Lord  Fairfax.

I  have  regretted  exceedingly  my  inability  to  send  a  prompt  reply  to  your 
earnest  letter  of  the  11th  of  March.  I  have  looked  over  my  box  of  papers  with 
reference  to  your  inquiries,  with  little  hope  of  being  able  to  assist  you,  for 
I  do  net  know  anything  of  the  name  "John  Deboe  Hodge",  mother's  grandfather 
was  John  Hodge.  The  records  of  Hillsboro,  North  Carolina,  show  that  John  and 
George  Hodge  were  the  first  settlers  of  the  Hodges  in  that  county.  John  pur¬ 
chased  a  large  tract  of  land  from  The  Colony  of  North  Carolina,  and  there  were 
born  his  three  sons,  Joseph,  William,  and  Robert;  the  latter  the  youngest,  born 
in  1761.  He  had  th^ee  more  sons,  John,  Samuel,  and  George,  and  one  daughter; 
the  latter,  it  is  said,  died  at  sea  coming  over  to  this  couhtry,  which  proves  » 
some  of  the  children  were  born  on  the  other  side.  It  is  strange  none  of  us  knew 
exactly  where.  Our  family  thought  they  came  from  Ireland  --  one  account  says, 
from  Wales.  We  know  they  were  of  Scotch- Irish  descent. 

In  the  Family  Record  of  Rev.  William  Hodge,  one  of  the  five  sons  mentioned 
above  is  found  this;  "John  D.  Hodge  was  born  in  1732".  We  are  puzzled  to  know 
whom  this  "John  D. 11  was.  He  may  have  been  the  John  Deb 0 e  you  mention;  the  date 
would  make  him  too  young  to  be  my  mother's  grandfather,  who  was  an  old  man  at 
the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  How  strange  —  the  failure  in  these  records 
to  give  the  place  as  well  as  the  date  of  birth. 

Captain  Robert  Koges,  of  Chatfield,  Navarro  County,  Texas,  wrote  me 
that  the  agent  he  sent  to  Virginia  to  examine  records  became  discouraged  and 
returned  home  because  so  many  records  had  been  burned  during  the  wars;  but 
Captain  Robert  persevered  and  found  the  recorded  Will  of  his  great  grandfather, 
Charles  Hodge,  in  Portsmouth.  Thi s  Charles  had  seven  sons,  Robert,  Charles, 
John,  Thomas,  Anthony,  Henry,  and  George  (or  William).  The  two  first  went  to 
Tennessee;  Thomas,  John  and  Henry,  to  North  Carolina;  Anthony  to  North  Carolina 
first,  then  to  South  Carolina.  He  was  uncertain  about  George  (or  William), 
thought  perhaps  he  went  to  Kentucky  or  Georgia.  The  father  of  all  of  them 
was  from  Ingland,  and  died  in  Virginia. 

Captain  Robert  thought  the  son,  John,  was  my  mother's  grandfather;  if  that 
is  true  (and  I  am  inclined  to  think  he  was  right),  then  George  was  the  name  of 
the  last  one,  and  he  went  to  North  Carolina.  I  am  sorry  I  am  unable  to  give 
you  the  name  of  even  one  of  his  descendants.  John  and  George,  who  lived  cr¬ 
ouch  Creek,  entered  in  1779,  must  have  been  sons  of  John,  Senior. 

Mrs.  Sliza  F.  Schweppe,  whose  address  is  907  West  State  Street,  Jackson¬ 
ville,  Illinois,  may  be  able  to  throw  some  light  on  the  subject.  She  is  a 
great-granddaughter  of  John  Hodge,  and  a  niece  of  qy  mother.  She  has  examined 
many  records,  has  had  a  large  correspondence,  and  her  interest  in  the  Family 
history  never  abates. 


My  cousin,  Will  3.  lynn,  her  nephew,  died  years  ago.  Captain  Robert  Hodge 
wrote  me,  last,  in  1884;  he  was  an  old  man,  and  perhaps  is  not  living.  His 
son,  Robert,  may  still  be  in  Chatfield,  but  Captain  Robert  wrote  that  lie  had 
turned  over  all  the  information  he  had  on  the  subject  to  Mr.  John  S.  Young,  of 
Shreveport,  Louisiana.

Hearer  the  county  seat  than  either  of  the  other  places  is  The  Forest, 
divided  into  the  upper  and  lower  neighborhoods.  It  is  not  a  village  nor 
a  town,  hut  a  most  fertile  section,  where  dwelt  Thomas  Sprigg  and  his  son 
Osborn  at  their  hone,  Northampton. 

This  estate  is  new  owned  by  the  Fairfaxes,  and  during  his  lifetime 
Or.  John  Fairfax  was  as  good  an  American  citizen  as  his  relative,  Baron 
Fairfax,  was  a  Royalist  in  the  early  days  of  Virginia,  and,  unlike  his 
son,  who  has  sworn  allegiance  to  England’s  King  and  taken  the  title,  he 
refused  to  do  either. 

Farther  away  in  Fairview,  once  the  hone  of  Baruch  Bucket,  and  now 
owned  by  the  heirs  of  ex-Gov.  Oden  Bowie.  Then  there  is  Concord,  the 
hone  of  the  Berrys.  For  many  years  this  family  enjoyed  the  distinction 
of  possessing  more  land  than  any  other  in  Southern  Maryland.  Included 
in  the  various  tracts  were  Grayaon,  Chelsea,  and  part  of  Thorpland,  an 
estate  originally  owned  by  John  Bcv/ie,  Sr.,  now  the  property  of  Mr. 

Snowden  Hill  who  can  claim  it  by  right  of  descent.  Bowieville  also  is 
a  Berry  home.  As  its  name  indicates,  it  was  once  the  estate  of  the 
Bowies.  Mrs.  Polly  Bowie  erected  the  house  at  such  cost  that  it 
eventually  went  to  meet  the  indebtedness  of  its  owner.  She  also  had 
built  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  below  the  residence,  a  dancing  pavilion. 

For  many  years  this  was  one  of  the  two  clubhouses  or  assembly  rooms  in 
Prince  George’s  county. 


So  closely  interwoven  with  ante-bellum  days  was  the  social,  life  of 


even  earlier  times  that  it  is  difficult  to  draw 


line  between  the  two. 


Recreations  and  uastimes  were  the  sane.  Charae teristics  were  accentuated 


by  intermarriages  in  the  sixties  as  in  Colonial  tines,  and

distinct  difference  that  can  be  said  to  have  actually  existed  was  in  the 
greater  luxury  and  wealth  in  the  lives  of  the  planters  just  previous  to 
the  war.
